• Arron Hewett, general manager of 
the Cutty Sark said: "Royal Museums 
Greenwich is proud of the visitor 
experience at Cutty Sark. We welcome 
visitors from across the world, and have 


had over a million visitors since the ship 
re-opened in 2012, with excellent feedback. 
The major conservation project (2006-2012) 
restored Cutty Sark to first-rate condition, 
the hull encased by a glass canopy, 
protecting it from the long-term damage 
caused by exposure to the elements in the 
previous dry dock and ensuring that its 
legacy remains for future generations. The 
project, which saw the ship lifted some 3m 
above the ground, has also enabled more 
of the ship to be accessible, including the 
addition of lifts. The cost of maintaining 
Cutty Sark is not subsidised through 
government funding as with national 
museums, such as the British Museum and 
the V&A. As with other historic vessels, such 
as HMS Belfast (£16) and SS Great Britain 
(£14), entry charges are vital to protect 
Cutty Sark and keep her open for our many 
visitors each year."

M&S is on 
the way back 


MARKS & Spencer 
is coming back to 
Woolwich, and will 
be based near the new 
Crossrail station. 

The store plans to 
open a food hall on the 
Royal Arsenal Riverside 
development. It means a 
return to the town by the 
company, which closed 
its old town centre store 
18 months ago. 

Council leader Denise 
Hyland said: “We shared 
the disappointment of 
local residents when 
Marks & Spencer 
departed Woolwich town 
centre, and we have kept 


in close contact with the 
company since then. 
After considerable effort 
by the council, news that 
they are to return so soon 
is a clear sign that they 
recognise that Woolwich 
is growing and developing 
- with the Crossrail link 
acting as a key driving 
force in that growth. 

“The council 

campaigned hard for 
Crossrail because of the 
economic benefits that 
it would bring, with new 
businesses attracted and 
new j obs created for local 
residents. To welcome

FOOD outlets are serving up 
healthier food as the council 
continues its efforts to improve the 
wellbeing of local people. 

With more than half the capital’s adult 
population an unhealthy weight, it’s one 
of the council’s top priorities and it’s 
working with local eateries to tackle the 
problem. 

So far 18 businesses have promised 
to make their food more healthy and 


wholesome, and have signed up to the 
Healthier Catering Commitment - a 
voluntary scheme run by the London 
Mayor to encourage food outlets to 
improve their meals. 

For example, one portion of chips can 
contain 69 grams of fat, which is almost 
the total fat intake recommended for 
adults per day. But there isn’t a chip in 
sight at Pistachio’s in East Greenwich 
Pleasaunce, one of the cafes to have 
made the commitment and is dedicated 


to serving healthier food. 

Franchise owner Elizabeth Cooper 
serves a super-healthy menu with no 
“fizzy drinks”, no fried food and lots of 
fresh vegetables. 

“I didn’t really have to make many 
changes as our food was already quite 
healthy,” she told Greenwich Time. 

“I have brought in more healthy things 
for children instead of cakes, and I don’t 
have salt on the tables - people have to 
ask for it if they want it.” 

There are still plenty of treats for 
youngsters such as fruit rolls and healthy 
snacks, as well as handmade ice cream 
from a farm. 

Elizabeth loves fresh ingredients such 
as spinach and uses it a lot in her cooking, 
and also serves plenty of salads, fruit and 
fresh smoothies. 

“We like to keep the food light and 
people can ask for smaller portions if 
they prefer,” she said. 

The owners of First Choice in Hare 


Street, Woolwich, have also signed up to 
the commitment and now serve food with 
less fat and smaller portions while there 
are more healthy drinks in the fridge. 

“We have taken salt off some of the 
tables, said Nedi Altun, adding that he 
was pleased to be selling a wide choice of 
healthy food. 

Also signed up for the scheme is the 
Valley cafe in Charlton. Owner Mehmet 
Manyera said: “We are working with the 
Healthier Catering Commitment and are 
applying it to the way we prepare and 
cook our food. The cafe is really busy and 
doing well and we are delighted.” 

Cllr David Gardner, cabinet member 
for health, social care and public health, 
said: ‘These businesses set an example 
to other cafes and takeaways in the 
borough. 

“We are determined to play a leading 
role in helping to reduce obesity by 
encouraging residents to eat healthier 
and be more active and this is just one 
of many initiatives aimed at improving 
residents’ health and eating habits.”

Cycling Instructors Wanted 


AN art teacher and enthusiastic 
antiquarian has been honoured with 
a blue plaque on the house where he 
lived for much of his life. 

Frank Charles Elliston-Erwood was 
born in Woolwich in 1883, the son of 
a world champion rackets player who 
also made rackets for cadets at the 
town’s Royal Military Academy. 

Both Mr Erwood senior and his 
wife were keen members of the 
Woolwich and District Antiquarian 
Society (WADAS) in its early days, an 
enthusiasm they passed on to their son. 

Frank first went to a meeting of the 
group when he was 15 and remained a 


member for 63 year s , serving as president, 
honorary secretary and honorary editor. 
He also became a Fellow of the Society of 
Antiquaries (FSA). 

Skilled at architectural drawing, Frank 
trained as an art teacher and taught at the 
former Woolwich Central School, which 
later became Bloomfield Road School. 

He took part in many archaeological 
digs, including at Lesnes Abbey where he 
made detailed drawings. 

A lifelong friend and fellow antiquarian, 
LRA Grove, described Frank as “the 
leading Kent antiquary of his time.” 

He wrote of him: “Few of those who 
met Elliston-Erwood will forget him.

G reenwich Council is 
committed to tackling fuel 
poverty and promoting energy 
efficiency and while many might 
think they have to switch off 
to save money, you do not have 
to choose between heating and 
eating. 

There are many steps you can take to 
keep energy bills down while staying 
warm at the same time. 

Simple things like turning the TV 
and other appliances off standby 
mode and using a washing up bowl 
instead of a running tap can all save 
pounds on your bills each year. 

Spending less time in the shower 
helps - one minute less can save £10 
each year - as does fitting draught- 
proofing round draughty doors 
and windows, or installing a room 
thermostat. 

Greenwich Council leader Cllr 
Denise Hyland said: “It’s important 
that we all do what ever we can to 


save energy but at the same time 
making sure everyone can stay warm 
and secure. 

“The council is committed to tackling 
fuel poverty and energy efficiency and 
offers support to residents wherever 
we can.” 

Residents are encouraged to sign up 
for the Big London Energy Switch to 
reduce their fuel bills. 

More than 6,000 people have joined 
the scheme since it started in the 
borough in 2013, enabling them to 
get a better deal on their gas and 
electricity bills. 

The scheme is a collective switching 
scheme run by Greenwich and a 
number of other London councils. The 
larger the number of people who sign 
up, the more the energy companies 
can be encouraged to lower their 
prices. 

Households which signed up in last 
October’s round of the switch saved 
an average of £290 on their annual 
bills.

Improving the energy and thermal 
efficiency of homes is another 
important part of the council’s policy 
to reduce fuel poverty.

Homes event on the Barnfield estate in 
Plumstead had the chance to see the 
improvements made in a £13 million 
refurbishment that has transformed 
the post-war buildings into warm, dry 
and decent homes.
